'abstract, it appears that he has be- 
come even more uncompromising 
and militaristic in his position than 
he was when he assumed office and 
first addressed the Reichstag. 

Making No Sacrifice. 

The renunciation by Count Crer- 
nin, the Austrian Premier, of any 
claim against Russie for indemnity 
or annexation, it is noted, does not 
extend to other nations. Consider- 
ing that Germany has undertaken to 
|dominate the Russian-Balkan proy- 
inces and that the Central Powers al- 
ready have récognized the indepen- 
dence of Ukraine, thus constituting 
a buffer state between Russia and 
Austria, in large part it is easily per- 
| ceived that Austria is making no spe- 
cial sacrifice in this renunciation. As 
‘for Poland, the declaration that the 
population would decide its own fate 
is read here in the light of the action 
already taken by the Central Powers 
to set up a sham kingdom of Poland, 
‘which in reality is nothing more than 
a dependency of Aystria and Ger-} 
many. 

Attention has been directed to the 
fact that there is a singular resem- 
blance between Von Hertling’s state- 
ment that the terms outlined by 
Preisdent Wilson and Premier Lloyd 
George “contain certain principles 
which could be accepted by Ger- 
many; but the concrete proposals 
were unsatisfactory,” and President 
| Wilson’s characterization of the 
terms proposed by the Central Pow- 
ers, as “an outline of settlement 
which, if much less definite, seemed 
susceptible of liberal interpretation 
until their specific program of prac- 
tical terms was added. That pro- 
gram presented no concessions at 
all, either to sovereignty of Rus- 
sia or to the preferences of the pop- 
ulation with whose fortunes it dealt 
but meant, in a word, that the em- 
pires were to keep every foot of 
territory their armed forces had oc- 
cupied.” P 

In making this comment, Presi- |; 
dent Wilson suggested that the lib- | 
eral statesmen of Germany who had | 
conceived the first general principles | 
os the peace offer had been over- | 
come by the military leaders, when it 
came to a precise statement of aims. 

Differences Over Alsace-Lorraine. 

That the sharp differences be- 
tween the belligerents over Alsace- 
Lorraine continues, is evident from 
Chancellor von Hertling’s speech, for 
his declaration that “there could be 
no talk of the cession of Alsace- 
Lorraine” is the answer to Lioyd 
George’s demand that these prov- 
inces must be permitted to decide 
their own fate and to President Wil- 
son’s expressed statement in the 
eighth point of his 14 peace aims 
statement that “the wrong done to 
France by Prussia in 1871 in the 
matter of Alsace-Lorraine * * *® 
should be righted.” 

While Count von Hertling appears 
to commend President Wilson's dec- 
laration in favor of freedom of the 
seas, he passes without comment 
over the very important condition 
in Mr. Wilson's statement which de- 
nies such freedom to nations which 
may break treaties and require pun- | 
ishment by other nations.

Commenting on the 14 points in 
President Wilson’s war aims speeech, 
Count Czernin said, according to an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhagen, that Austria-Hungary 
and America were virtually in agree- 
ment regarding the great principles 
for new arrangements after the war. 

Austria-Hungary and America, 
Count Czernin said, were two bel- 
ligerents whose interests were less in- 
compatible than they seemed. He 
characterized the. speech of Presi- 
dent Wilson regarding war aims as 
an important advance toward the 
Austro-Hungarian viewpoint, which 
contained some proposals in which 
Austria Hungary would gladly join. 

The Foreign Minister said the pop- 
ulation of Poland would decide its 
own fate. The Polish question must 
not delay peace one day. If Poland, 
after the war, wished to advance to- 
ward Austria-Hungary, such an. ad- 
vance would be welcomed.

An increasingly large number of 
St. Louis young men are joining 
the air service as candidates for 
commissions.

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MOUNT DID NOT 
KILL ANYONE, SAYS 
CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 


Identity of Man Who Shot Two 
Gunmen in Saloon Is Known, 
He Declares. 


The grand jury this afternoon be- 
gan an investigation of the shooting 
in Joseph L. Mount’s saloon, 1315 
Market street, Tuesday afternoon, in 
which Mount and two armed invad- 
ers, Thonias Tarpy and William Mo- 
ran, were killed. Circuit Attorney 
McDaniel told a Post-Dispatch  re- 
porter he would present evidence 
that the shooting was not for pur- 
poses of robbery and that it was 
not Mount, but another man whose 
identity is known, who shot Tarpy 
and Moran, 

It was learned that James (Spot) 
Regan, who refused, on advice of 
counsel, to testify at the inquest yes- 
terday, will not be a witness before 


_.«.j{the grand jury. Regan, a close friend 


of Mount, was in the saloon when 
the shooting occurred. 

After the shooting a blue steel re- 
volver, not owned by Mount, was 
fcund onthe bar. It was of the same 
caliber as the one used in killing 
Tarpy and Moran, but of smaller 
caliber than Mount’s weapon. 


Open Verdict at Inquest. 


The Coroner’s jury today returned 
an open verdict that Mount, Tarpy 
and Moran came to their deaths at 
the hands of “a person or persons 
unknown to the jury.” 

The Circuit Attorney said the first 
witness at the grand jury investiga- 
tion would be a man who testified 
at the Coroner’s inquest yesterday, 
but; because of fear, did not at that 
time tell all he knew. This man, he 
said, was in a position to tell who 
shot Tarpy and Moran. 

Detectives announced they had re- 
ceived information that Tarpy and 
Moran had a grudge against Mount 
of sufficient gravity to indicate that 
they went to the saloon for the pur- 
pose of “getting” him. According to 
this information, Tarpy and Moran 
recently gave a politican $40 to ob- 
tain a parole for a friend of theirs 
who was in the workhouse. The 
politician is alleged to have told them 
he gave the money to Mount, in. con- 
sideration of which Mount was to 
use his influence in obtaining the 
parole. 

According to the information, the 
man was not paroled and when they 
asked the politician to explain this, 
he told them he gave the money to 
Mount and added that it was possible 
Mount had put the monéy in his 
pocket and ‘“‘double-crossed” them. 

Hears of Another Dispute. 


The Circuit Attorney said he also 
had heard this story and had been 
told of another difference which 
Mount had with the gangsters and 
in connection with which they had 
accused him of not “toting fair’ 
with them. : 

Detectives ate considering the 
possibility that the shot which killed 
Mount was not fired from the cigar 
stand at the front end of the saloon, 
but from a point at the other end of 
the room. They based this on the 
fact that Mount was shot in the left 
side of the head. If he had been 
facing the bar, as some witnesses 
said, a shot from the cigar stand 
would have struck him on the right 
side. 

Accounts have differed as to the 
position in which Mount was stand- 
ing when he was shot. One witness 
;said that after firing his revolver 
twice he turned around, facing the 
back bar. This would have put the 
left side of his head toward the cigar 
stand. 

Though witnesses at the inquest 
testified that the armed invaders on

Ninety Per Cent of These Were 
Sent Back by Postoffice as 
Unclaimed Mail. 


Approximately 2900 of the 70,000 
registrants in the 28 wards of St 
Louis, to whom questionnaires were 
s@nt, have failed to return them to 
the local boards and their names 
have been turned over to the police. 
About 10 per cent of the papers 


were delivered by the postoffice and 
not filled out; the remainder were 
sent back to the boards as unclaime¢ 
mail. - 

The last day for returning the 
questionnaires was Jan. 17. Under 
the law the 2900 St. Louisans are 
automatically placed in Class 1 of 
the draft, the group that is subject 
to the first call to service. Fines and 
imprisonment also are provided for 
in certain aggravated cases where 
palpable attempts to evade the law 
are proven. 

570 in Sixth Ward. 

The greatest number of unreturned 
questionnaires was in the Sixth Ward, 
where 570 of the 2799 registrants 
either could not be reached through 
the mails or did not fill out the pa- 
pers and return them. This ward is 
in the downtown river sections and 
is made up to a great extent of a 
drifting, boarding-house population. 

The Seventeenth Ward, where 
there are a great number of negroes, 
had 328 questionnaires unanswered. 
The Fifth Ward, another downtown 
river district, had 250, and the Sev- 
enth Ward, in South 8t. Louis, 200. 
Other wards that have more than 
100 are the Fourth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Nineteenth and Sixteenth. 

The banner ward for completeness 
of returns was the Eleventh, with 
only eight unanswered. The Four- 
teenth Ward had 15 and the Eight- 
eenth 20 and the Fifteenth 22. 

Although the law provided that 
men who had enlisted since the last 
draft msut fill out questionnaires and 
secure an affidavit from their com- 
manding officers, it is estimated that 
several hundred soldiers, sailors and 
marines failed to send the papers 
back. Drifters, who left no forward- 
ing address, make up the greates: 
percentage of those who failed to 
send in questionnaires. 

Cases to Be Reviewed. 

All draft registrants in St. Louis, 
with or without children and regard- 
less of the date of their marriage, 
who contribute $100 a month or less 
to the support of their dependents 
and who have been put by the 
local board in a class lower than 
class two, will arbitrarily have their 
cases reviewed by the District Ap- 
peals Board, Selden P. Spencer, 
chairman of the District Board an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Among the cases the board wants 
appealed are the following: 

Cases of all enemy aliens, irre- 
spective of their first papers, who 
have not been definately put in class 


Cases of aliens, not enemies, who 
have taken out first papers and who 
have been granted deferred classi- 
fication. The board, in this connec- 
tion pointed out that only Austria- 
Hungarian and German citizens are 
enemy aliens. 

Cases of men convicted of of- 
fences (unless pardoned) whe have 
not been put in class five. 

Cases where the local board has 
re-classified a man and the district 
board has not had an opportunity to 
pass upon the re-classification. 

Cases of registrants married since 
May 18; who have not been put in 
class one. 

Cases where deferred classifica- 
tion has been granted to registrants 
whose claim is based upon mother 
or father where no mention is made 
of brothers or sisters with earning 
capacity and also cases where men 
put in class three because of parents 
who make no mention of any broth- 
ers or sisters existing.

Glad Germany Showed 


ON PEACE CONFERENCE 


to Retain Reign of Military in Oc- 
cupied Territory. 


Her Hand in Wishing 


PETROGRAD, Thursday, Jan. 24 
(By A. P.).—A detailed unccount of 
the Brest-Litovsk conference session 
follbwing Gen. Hoffman's doia 
statement of the aims of the Centra: 
Powers was published by the Smolny 
Institute today. Leon Trotzky, the 
Bolshevik Foreign Minister, address- 
ing the conference, declared that 
“the position of the Austro-Germans 
is now absolutely clear.” Continu 
ing, the Foreign Minister gaid: 

“Germany and Austria seek to cut 
off more than 150,000 square versts 
from the former Polish kingdom of 
Lithuania, also the area populated 
by the Ukrainians and white Rus- 
sians, and further, they want to cut 
into territory of the Letts and sep 
arate the islands populated by the 
Esthonians from the same peoples 
on the mainland. Within this terri- 
tory Germany and Austria wish tc 
retain their reign of military occu 
pation not only after the conclusion 
of peace with Russia but after the 
conciusion of a general peace. At 
the same time the Central Powers 
refuse no only to give any explana- 
tion regarding the terms of evacua- 
tion but also refuse to obligate 
eg regarding the evacua- 

on. 

Analyzes German Terms. 

“The internal life of these prov- 
inces lies, therefore, for an indefi- 
nite epoch in the hands of these 
Powers. Under such conditions any 
indefinite guarantees regarding the 
expression of the will of Poles, Letts 
and Lithuanians are only of an il- 
lusory character. Practically, it 
means that the Governments . of 
Austria and German. take into their 
own hands the destiny of these na- 
tions.” 

Trotzky declared he was glad now 
that the Central Powers were speak- 
ing frankly, stating that Gen. Hoff- 
man’s conditions proved that the 
real aims were builded on quite a 
differen* level to the principles rec- 
ognized on Dec. 25 and that real or 
lasting peace was only possible on 
the actual principle of self-defini- 
tion. 

“It is clear,” Trotzky declared, 
“that the decision could have been 
reached long ago regarding peace 
aims if the Central Powers had not 
stated their aims differently from 
those expressed by Gen. Hoffman.” 


Dr. von Kuechimann 

Dr. Richmond von Kuehfmann, 
German Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs, replied to Trotzky, declaring in 
principle that Gen. Hoffman’s aims 
were the same as those advanced on 
Christmas. Throughout the nego- 
tiations, he said, the Germans had 
kept in view the .ethnological boun- 
daries but also the actual boundaries 
of the old Russian empire. He said 
that the Central Powers intended to 
permit free self-definition, scoffing 
at the theory that the presence of 
troops would prevent this. Evacua- 
tion, Dr. Kuehlmann said, must be 
taken up with the newly born self- 
defined Governments. 


“If Gen. Hoffman 

terms more strongly,” 
Kuehimann, “it is because a 
always expresses stronger language 
than diplomats. But it must not be 
deduced from this that there is any 
dissension between us regarding the 
principles, which are one whole, and 
well thought out.” 
Dr. Kuehimann consented to 
Trotzky’s request for a postponement 
of the conference declaring, however, 
thet it would be much pleasanter if 
they could finish the negotiations 
now as the formal recess brought 
about many misunderstandings. 

Russians Reject Terms. 
The Russian delegates to the 
Brest-Litovsk peace conference have 
decided unanimously to reject the 
terms offered by the Germans. 
The decision of the delegates was 
announced to the Associated Press 
last night by M. Kameneff, a member 
of the Russian delegation. The Ger- 
mans declared the terms laid down 
by them were their last offer, and 
that if the Russians did not accept 
them, hostilities would be resumed 
and the Germans would capture Re- 
val in a week. 


Final decision as to peace or war, 
M. Kameneff said further, rested 
with the Congress of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's Delegates, which was 
convened here last night. 

Kameneff, who returned from 
Brest-Litovsk with Foreign Minister 
Trotzky, said the remainder.of the 
Russian delegation had stayed there 
in order to avoid the appearance of 
an immediate rupture. 

“We were told,” he added, “that 
the German terms were the last they. 
would offer. 

“We were unanimous that they 
should be rejected. Final decision, 
however, must rest with the Soldiers’ 
and Workmen's Delegates.”

He did comment, however. on certain 
features, denying that Surgcon-Gen- 
eral Gorgas was not consulted in the 
selection of army cantonment and 
camp sites. He also called attention

Surgeon-General’s report on ,anitary 
conditions had been rectifiec 

When Senator Chamberlain finished 
his speech, Senator Kirby, « member 
of the Military Committee replied 
in behalf of the administration, flat- 
ly contradicting his colleague’s asser- 
tion that facts brought out at the re- 
cent investigation proved the War 
Department inefficient. 

The committee’s bill for a war 
cabinet, sponsored by Chairn:an 
Chamberlain, was referred to the 
committee without objection ani the 
Senate adjourned until Monday to 
cut off further discussion. 

Chamberlain Upholds Position. 

Senator Chamberlain in his ad- 
dress yesterday declared the Presi- 
dent had grossly maligned him, and 
uot only defended, but emphatically 
reiterated his assertions, made in a 


“|recent address at New York. He said 


the President did not know the truth. 
and that he did. 

The Senator disclaimed any per- 
sonal rancor against either the Pres- 
ident or Secretary Baker, saying his 
only motives were patriotic, to arouse 
the country and to speed up the war 
by wiping out inefficiency. In sup- 
port of his position he cited numer- 
ous incidents of alleged inefficiency 
in connection with army ordnance, 
clothing supplied and _é sanitation 
brought out during the Military Com- 
mittee’s war inquiry. 

Senators and many representa- 
tives crowded the floor, and the ga)- 
leries were packed as Senator Cham- 
berlain spoke. He began quietly. de 
claring it was with a feeling of sad- 
ness that he found it necessary to 
rise to a question of personal privi- 
lege to defend his veracity and intex- 
rity, heretofore unassailed, but as he 
launched into the speech he grew 
emphatic and at times vehement. 

Baker Misled, He Says. 

Senator Chamberlain detailed in 
his speech what he declared was 
proof of army inefficiency. He as- 
serted that not only was the Presi. 
dent ignorant of the truth about con 
ditions, but that Secretary Baker alsvu 
was misled, challenging the Senate 
and the country to inquire and then 
deny his assertions, 

“The Senator says,” said Senator 
Kirby in replying to Chamberlain 
“that in 1914, when it was apparent 
that war was going to come on, the 
Ordnance Department was absolutely 
quiescent and that no move was 
made to manufacture heavy ord- 
nance. He cites this ag an instance 
of why the military establishment ts 
inefficient. In 1914 the United 
States had not gone into the war and 
since 1914 we fought out a presi- 
dential campaign on the proposition 
that we should not go into war 
Then why in 1914 should the military 
establishment have insisted that we 
ought to manufacture heavy ord 
nance at that time? 

“Another proposition that the Ser 
ator cites is this: In 1914 our Am 
bassador, Gerard, over in Germany 
said that the German people wer 
unfriendly and that some day we ar+¢ 
going to have trouble. Do you sup 
pose that the Ordnance Departmen: 
or the Secretary of War is going o* 
what the Ambassador to Germany 
might have reported here in a secret 
way? Would we have expected any. 
thing of that kind? No. No mar 
would have expected it, and no man 
would have excused it, if money had 
been expended along that line. 

Answers Equipment Charges. 

“The Senator sald we are not abie 
now to put our men in the trenches 
in France and supply them with 
heavy guns. We have them. They 
ar- there. They are in the hands 
of our soldiers today and can be used 
effectively when we see fit to put our 
men in the fighting front. 

“Yes, but the Se ator said we have 
to buy them from France. We have 
to buy them from France, instead of 
trying to manufacture them, which 
would have taken a longer time. It 
seems to me that that is conclusive 
evidence of high efficiency? To get 
the thing that you need when you 
need it, and it makes no difference 
where, so you can suppty it. That 
was done. I do not see any ineffi- 


ciency there.”

Lex Droit, a papérhanger, and 
Charles Burke, or Burkholz, a bar- 
tonder, were convicted last night in 
the Circuit Court at Belleville of 
kidnaping Alphonse Magarian, 3- 
year-old son of A. D. Magarian, a 
well-to-do Armenian baker, of 16 
North Sixteenth street, 
Louis, and were sentenced to 15 
years’ imprisonment. The jury was 
out 8% hours. 


Droit, Burke and James Camp- 
bell, an asociate, were acquitted by 
a jury in the same court June 13, 
last, on a charge of murdering the 
boy after a trial in which almost 
precisely the same witnesses and 
the same testimony were heard as 
in yesterday's trial. 

Alphonse Magarian disappeared 
from his father’s home Oct. 4, .1916. 
His headless body, tied up in a gun- 
nysack, was ‘found nine days later 
on a public dump, 75 yards from the 
Magarian home. A week later the 
head was dug out of another dump, 
a mile away. The police made many 
arrests, but obtained no evidence of 
any value, and fially dropped the 
case.

The licenses of a saloon keeper 
found guilty of selling liquor to gol- 
diera or sailors in uniform can be 
revoked on the ground that the 
dramshop owner is conducting a 
disorderly house, according to ar.

LONDON, Jan. 25 (By A. P.).— 
A German naval engineer with the 
rank of Lieutenant, who has desert- 
ed from Kiel, according to an Am- 
sterdam dispatch to the Daily PEx- 
press, states that dissatisfaction 
among the men of the German fleet 
is much more serious than in the 
army. He asserts there have been 
important revolts, generally among 
the crews of mine sweepers.

BSS IN FRANCE TO 
ST IN WAR COUNGL 


U. S. Chief of Staff to Report to 
Body on Rart America Will 
Take in 1918 Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (By A. 
P.).—Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, chief of 
staff, who has arrived in Paris, will 


represent the United States Army on 
the supreme war council. Secretary 
Baker in so announcing disclosed 
that the General is accompanied by 
high officers of every branch of the 
service to advise him about any 
questions that may arise. 

Gen. Bliss attended the first meet- 
ing of the council, and decision to 
send him back to Europe as a per- 
manent representative in that body 
was made because it was recognized 
that Gen. Pershing’s duties in organ- 
izing and commanding the ever-in- 
creasing American expeditionary 
forces.were too great to permit him 
to undertake ‘the presentation of 
American views on military opera- 
tions and to sit with the council in 
framing plans of strategy that cover 
all fronts and all armies. 

To Report on Part of TU. S. 
From Gen. BNiss the war council 
will obtain an up-to-the-minute re- 
port on what the. United States will 
be able to contribute to operations 
on the western front this spring and 
summer. His report in this regard 
has been forecast to some extent by 
President Wilson’s statement to con- 
gressional visitors that there would 
be in Europe in June twice the num- 
ber of American troops which it 
had been originally plamned to send 
by that time: 

Gen. Bliss also can inform his con- 
ferees exactly the situatien in which 
the United States finds itself now as 
to delivery of supplies of all sorts to 
the allies and this information prob- 
ably will have great weight in the’ 


shaping of war plans. 
While Secretary Baker’s statement | 
merely said that Gen. Bliss had ar-| 
rived in France to represent the | 
army on the council, there have been | 
intimations that renewed recom- | 
mendations for vigorous offensive | 
operations on the widest possible | 
scale were included in the instruc-| 
tions the General received before} 
sailing. | 

The German Offensive. | 
Probably the primary considera- | 
tion before the council when it re- 


tised proposed German offensive on 
the western front. A mas of infor- 
mation has reached the allied Pow- 
ers from many quarters indicating 
an impending drive against the Brit- 
ish or French lines, or both, which 
will be carefully reviewed. Ways 
and means to meet such a concen- 
tration of German and Austrian 
forces as is indicated undoubtedly 
have been considered.

What would be thought of a board of directors 
of a great corporation who, having chosen a 
strong, capable man to direct the corporation's 
business, should hamper him by nagging and con- 
tinual interference with his organization, his plans 
and bis work, before he has had a chance to car- 
ry them out and demonstrate their value and his 
capacity? 

No sensible American desires or expects to 
suppress helpful inquiry and criticism, but every

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NEW AND OLD TRUST TRICKS. 

A letter from L. D. W. Weld, manager of the 
commercial research department of Swift & Co., 
packers, lately protested against certain Post- 
Dispatch comment on new and astute policies of 
the Beef. Trust... These policies were assumed to 
look to only moderate prices on staple meat 
products and to reserve typical trust practices for 
trade channels in which they were less likely to 
rouse public resentment—channels affecting such 
byproducts as hides, fertilizers, fats for soap 
makers, etc. 

Mr. .Weld denied that the high prices of these 
byproducts were due to arbitrary control by the 
packers. “In these allied industries the packers,” 
he said, “are not in competition with each other, 
but they are in competition with many other man- 
ufacturers.” He suggested that judgment should 
be reserved “until the Trades Commission has re- 
ported,” 

As a matter of fact, the editorial complained of 
was based on conditions made known by the 
Federal Trade Commission's inquiry. The full 
report of the commission has now been submitted 
to Congress. It seems at least to justify a strong 

presumption of price manipulation through mo- 
nopoly control of byproducts. It shows that the 
five big packers which Mr. Weld admitted are not 
tn competition with one another, the five includ- 
ing Swift & Co., stored 45 per cent more hides in 
1916 and 1917 than fn the previous year. The re- 
port says: 
These five concerns (conceded to be non- 
competitive) are undoubtedly the chief factors 
in the hide market in the United States and 


Swift & Co. are among the important leather 
manufacturers. 


The report has other things on which Mr. Weld 
might profitably turn the activities of his own 
department of research. [t shows that the supply 
of hides has greatly increased, that though army 
and navy demands for shoes are larger, exports of 
shoes declined by 7,000,000 pairs, but that merci- 
less increases in prices were ded under 
these conditions.
